loped into a hemmorhage of the 

ain. making it impossible for him 
to leave his home. Friday he expert- 
enced a slight rally but Saturday 
morning he suffered a complete re- 
lapse and it is now believed death is 
certain. 

Mr. Candler was born in Campbell 
eounty in the. year 1837, but spent 
the earlier days of his boyhood in 
Villa Rica. Ga.. He attended the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, where he was a 
fellow-student of Thomas Cabaniss, 
Major John B. Cumming, Colonel Ham- 
ilton, of Rome, and other Georgians 
prominent in the public eye, graduat- 
ing in the year 1854. He then took 
up the study of law in Clarksville, 
Ga. He was admitted to the DeKalb 
county bar in 1857, where he _ has 
served with unusual diligence, not 
missing a single term of court until 
this least term in March, when his 
sickness prevented. He has practiced

at the Atlanta bar since 1866, and is 
now one of ite oldest members. 
Joins Ranks of Gray. 

At the outbreak of the Civil war, 
Mr Candler was a member of the 
state legislature, but in the year 1863 
he took up arms and soon rose to the 
rank of Captain in the Tenth Geor- 
via cavalry. It was during his ser- 
vice in the Confederate army, just 
at the time of the evacuation of At- 
lanta, that he was detailed to or- 
ganize the camp of refugees at Daw- 
gon, Ga. Many of Atianta’s non-com- 
batants were forced to flee to this 
camp for protection. 

In 1879 Mr. Candler was elected to 
represent the Fifth congressional dis- 
trict in the United States house of 
representatives, defeating William 
Markham in a close contest. He was 
a contemporary ‘n congress of Benja- 
min Hill and took an active part in 
the Tilden-Hays controversy. ~ Mr. 
Candler has always been an active 
member of the democratic party. He 
was a sound money man and refused a 
nomination to congress because it was 
on a greenback platform. He has 
been a member of two democratic na- 
tional conventions. 

Since he has been out of congress 
Mr. Candler has not taken any ac- 
tive part in politics, but has devoted 
his entire time tq his practice and 
his duties as attorney for the Georgia 
road. 

He has been an elder in the Pres- 
byterian church for forty years and 
has attended various synods from time 
to time. 

Of g Prominent Family. 

Mr. Candler married a daughter of 
Charles Murphy, who represented the 
Fifth district during the Pierce ad- 
ministration. 

Mr. Candler comes from one of the 
most prominent families in Georgia. He 
is a son of SamuelC.Candlerand a 
nephew of E. 8S. Candler, once state 
comptroller. He has six brothers, Bish- 
op Warren A. Candler, Asa G. Can- 
dier, Judge John S. Candler, S&S. C. 
Candler. a merchant at Clearwater, 
Fia.; W. B. Candler, a banker at Villa 
’ Rica, Gea., and E. S. Candler, a lawyer 
' {nm Corinth, Misg. His son, Charles 
Murphy Candler, is a mémber of the 
state railroad commission and he also 
has another son who is a congress- 
man in Mississippi. He has three 
Clifford, Coles, Mrs, 
Hunter Pope and Mrs. Branch Mc- 
Kinney.

Asheville, N. C.,, August 
Southern Soft Yarn Spinners’ Associa- 
tion, which assembled here in called 
meeting, gave out today a partial 
statement of the results accomplished. 
The statement is very meager, and 
about the only thing indicated by it is 
the fact that there ig to be a material 
curtailment in the output of soft yarns 
within the next month... While no rigid 
llitation is placed upon the various 
members of the assoctation, each spin- 
ner will be asked to reduce his output 
to the minimum unti} conditions im- 
prove. The directors will shortly in- 
dicate privately to each member of 
the association just what is expected 
of him in a communication to be pre- 
pareg later. 

While conditions have been very un- 
favorable during the past year, the 
spinners are optimistic as to the out- 
look for ‘the new crop, and are delay- 
ing definite and final action until the 
size of the crop can be more definitely 
estimated. 

A prominent member of the associa- 
tion said: 

“With cotton at present prices, there 
is not a spinner in the association who 
can produce yarns at a profit unless ii 
happened that he had his cotton on 
hand. Many mills have been closed 
down, and reports have been constantly 
coming in recently of others that will 
close. This condition, however, is tem- 
porary, we think.” 

J. P. McRae, of Laurinburg, N. C., 
president of the association. who is one 
of the largest spinners in the south, 
said that he would close down his mills 
entirely within the next week. He said

~ * Mukden’s Industrial School. 

“Leaving the plantation, I visited the 
Industrial School. This hag now sixty 
students, who are learning manual 
training under Chinese, who have been 
educated abroad. It has large car- 
penter shops, in which beautiful furni- 
ture is made, and that from the na- 
tive woods, It is only the lower part 
ef Manchuria which has no forests to 
speak of. Along the Sungari river 
there are vast areas of walnuts, oaks 
ang other hardwoods. Some of the 
best timber is only cighty miles from 
the railréad, but the transportation is 
so bad that Oregon pine. can be 
brought across the Pacific and up here 
to Mukden and sold at lower rates 
than the Manchurian lumber. At pres-} 

jt there is. a scheme tg build a rail- 

to connect the forest ~ regions 
with the South Manchurian system, 
@nd when that is done the Manchurian 
wood will be used all along that HMne 
from the Yellow. Sea. to Siberia. Some 
the fineptrof the native timber is 
walnut. It 48 the’ color of cherry and 
its grain is ‘as close as that of birch. 
In the industria ‘shops this wood is/ 
Deing used for. ‘the fine furniture. 
when stained it closely resembles ma- 
hogany. 

This school tea¢hés all sorts of iron 
working. It has spinning and weaving 
G@partments, glass-biowing shops ang 
. all the up-to-date appliances of the 
manual training schools of America. 
Phe students are bright young fellows 
ef from fourteen to eighteen years of 
age. They live in the school, sleep- 
ing in dormitories,’ five boys ‘to the 
room. Each room has a kang or brick 
ledge about two feet high in it. This 
is heated. by flues which run under the 
floor. The boys study in their rooms 
during the day, when not in the class 
rooms, and sleep there at night. As 
in all the new schools, 
have a special uniferm and are subject 
to military drill. They wear trousers, 
jdckets and caps and their feet are 
shod with boots of black cloth. 

- «The Tartar Courts Reformed. 

-A great reform is going on now in 
the Menchurtan courts and as to all 
Matters of lawy A well organized 
police serevice has been established 
and there are now uniformed police- 
men on every block. These men wear 
padded black clothes of almost. Eyro- 
pean cut. The long Manchu gown has. 
“been abolished and they have coat, 
trousers and boots. Their pigtails 
are covered with caps and they carry 
clubs as big around as a broomstick 
and almost as long. The clubs are 
‘painted black to make them look. like 
ebony or iron, but in fact they .are 
exceedingly light, and a good blow 
upon a hard skull would break them 
in pieces. The policemen still have 
strips of whife cotton about four 
inches wide wound around their left 
arms, as a sign of their mourning for 
the late emperor. For months after 
His majesty’s death they dared. not 
shave their: heads; and their black: 
hair, except where the pigtail came 
forth, stood up like a shde brush all 
ever the scalp. Some of the police 
carry swords. 

‘The system of justice in the Manchu- 
rian courts is being reformed. The 
torturing of prisoners to make them 
confess has been largely done away 
“with, and sticing to death has_ been 
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‘abolished. So far I ave met no crimi- 
mals wearing the cangué, aithough this 
Was a common sight during my sev- 
eral previous visits to China. About 
eight years ago I saw three women 
locked together in a framework of 
boards three feet wide and six feet 
long. Their necks were fitted into 
holes, and the framework was such 
that it could be opened and closed, 
The women could not feed themselves, 
and they could not move unless they 
all went together. At the same time 
I saw men undergoing similar pun- 
ishment. They were loaded down with 
heavy planks which rested upon their 
shoulders, their heads coming out 
through a hole in the center; some 
such cangues were further weighted 
with iron. I saw one man who was 
inclosed in a barrel so tight that his 
head Game out through a hole in the 
top, and his hands through the sidés.» 
The holes were just large enough for 
the wrists; the man conul not scratch 
himeelt nor conyey hig food to his 
mouth. 

At thet time no criminal could be 
punished until he ad confessed, and 
every Chinese who was arrested was 


the same as those of the Tartars I see 
On the streets. The prison dress is of 
a -jacket or coat which falis to the 
hips and a pair of thick trousers which 
look as though they were made of 
quilted eemforts, such as we use on 
our beds.. The material is wadded cot-~- 
ton. The colar is light, gray, except} 
on the back, where a cross of dead 
black’ is painted. Bach man ‘wears 
shoes of pigskin, atid his legs are a 
chained. together that he can take 
but one short step at a time. 

As I looked I asked the director to 
point -out-some of the bad caseg. He 
replied: é ' 
: “You. can tell them by their collars. 
You see the most of the collars are of 
the same gray color as the rest of the 
garment; but some are red, black and 
blue. Those black-collared fellows are 
each in for thirty years. The cenvicts 
wearing the biue collars are in_ for 
twenty: years, those wearing red for 
ten, while the gray have still shorter 
sentences. The most of our men have 
been convicted of robbery and assault 
with intent to kill. The murderers 
we have in another prison, which has 


pounded with a bamboo on his bare 
thighs or struck on the lips with a 
piece of leather or made to kneel upon 
sharp. chains until He could stand it 
no longer and said he was guilty. Such ! 
things have been abolished-here in 
Manchuria, and, I understand, in China 
as well. 
Prison Reform in Manchuria. 


I spent the greater part of today in 
going through the new prisons which 
have just been buflt here at Mukden. 
They are far different from those I 
have visited in China. 
l went through the jails at Shanghai, 
notwithstanding a warning that the 
prisoners might tear my clothes off if 
I did so. On my way to the prisons I 
saw many men loaded with cangues. 
he was standing in a framework so 
hung by his neck that his toes barely 
touched the ground. I would smell the 
prison before I came to it, and waa 
almost sickened by the terible stench 
as I went through. The buildings 
were low Chinese structures, without 
floors or gariitary comveniences. The 


convicts were chained to the wails like 


‘wild beasts, and some had chains 
about the neck as wel] as the feet. The 
prison had its dead house connected 
with it, and deaths from starvation 
and torture were common. ‘fhe jailers 
got most of their incomes’ from squeez- 
ing. They had the right to sell food 
to the criminals, and the prisoners 
who. bad no .money were likely to 
starve. The law gave each man cer- 
tain fixed rations, but the jailer could 
furnish less or more as he pleased. 
Mukden'’s New Prisons. 

The prisons I have visited here are 
in costly buildings covering acres, and 
I found the criminals treated like men, 
not beasts. .It was through the cour- 
tesy of Liang Yu -Ho, the counselor 
of the viceroy, that } was able to in- 
spect them. Mr. Liang is a graduate 
of Yale coliege, and as such is glad 
to have America know what his coun- 
try is doing along the lines of our 
civilization. He sent two English- 
speaking Chinese officials with me, and 
a director of the penitentiary. accom- 
panied us as we went through the 
wards. We visited two prisons during 
the morning, and in‘one found three 
hundred and seventy convicts working 
away at all kinds of labor. 

This latter prison covers about, four 
acres. It is surrounded by a wall of 
gray brick 15 feet high. and its front 
gate is guarded by two 6-foot Manchu 
soldiers who presented arms as we 
entered. The buildings are large one- 
story structores made of gray brick 
and heavy tiled roofs. They are so 
built that they form a series of wings 
running out from a central point like 
the spokes of a wheel, so that the 
guards standing at the hub can cam- 
mand fOur or five aigies at one time. 


‘The cells face the aisles on 6ach side, 
}and the architecture altogether is not 


unlike that of our best prisons at 


These buildings ate situated in 
courts,.one of which we entered as we 
came through the gate.. At the same 
time, a gang of seventy-five convicts 
marched in to take their te age 
meal.

Convicts at Dinner. 


After making the picture I followed 
the convicts on into the wards and 
‘saw them eating. As I looked the di- 
rector told me that he gave them 
two meais a day, consisting of a break- 
fast at 9 and a‘dinner at 3. Said he: 

“The men rise at 5:30 a. m.. and 
stop work at 5 in the evening. It 
costs us about five or six cents of 
your money a day to feed each of 
them, and we are now spending fifty 
Mexican dollars, or about twenty dol- 
lars in gold, per day for tha food we 
are serving the prisoners we have hetfe. 
We make the prisoners pay for their 
meals by their work. We allow 
each about ten cents a day and of this 
six or seven cents is taken out for 
his board and clothes. The rest he 
can put in his pocket. Oh, I assure 
you, they are treated quite well.” 

While we waited the food was 
brought in and served to the prisoners, 
who had seated themselves in the 
aisles as they entered the ward. Be- 
fore doing so each man took from 
his back a little brown canvas knap- 
sack, containing all the individual fur- 
niture he has for his prison life. This 
consists of a folding camp stool four 
inches high, six inches wide anda 
twelve inches long; a pair of wooden 
chopsticks and two porcelain bowls, 
each of which holds half a pint. Ata 
given signal’ the men pulled the stools 
and «et them 
down on the floor, and at a second 
signal they arranged themselves on the 
stools in two long aisles facing each 
other. Now a gang of convicts who 
acted as waiters brought in great wa- 
ter-tight baskets filled. with steamed 
sorghum seed and vegetable soup. The 
millet was served first. It was shov- 
eled out into bowls much like wash’) 
basins, and one of these was Placed 


men. 
and each convict filleg his porcelain 
bowl. At the same time a bowl of the: 
soup was handed around, each man) 
helping. himself, using his other bowl 
for the purpose. In eating. the men 
picked some of th vegetables out of 
the soup with théir: chopsticks, and, 
mixing them with the sorghum, raised 
the bowl to their mouths and scraped 
the food in with the chopsticks. They 
seemed to enjoy the meat, and I was 
told it was better ‘than they had 
been accustomed to before they were 
caught. Sorghum seed thus cooked is 
the chief foog of Manchuria, holding 
the same place that bread and meat 
have with us. 


A Look at the Cells. 


After this [- took a walk through 
the wards and examined the célls, 
bie are about twelve feet square 
an well arranged as to venti 
and light.

io labor of any kind has been done in 
the prisons, Here every man learns a 
trade and all sorts of things are made 
to be sold in the stores. The first shop 
we entered was devoted to saddlery 
and shoemaking. This is about one 
hundred feet square, and scorés . df 
these gray-gowned, pig-tailed Manchus 
were laboring in it. Some sat on low 
stools before shoemakers’ benches, peg- 
ging and sewing; others were cutting 
out the fat boots used by the army, 
anda third group was working on sew- 
ing machines, joining pieces of leather 
together. I walked over to them and 
examined the machines. They were 
all marked “Singer,” and had been im- 
ported from America. In another fac- 
tory was a gang of carpenters and 
cabinet makers, and in a third about 
two dozen convicts were spinning and 
weaving. The spinners sat on the floor. 
turning their wheels with the hand, 
and the weavers were using looms 
worked by the feet. 

In another place they 
carpets and rugs. some of the latter 
being twenty feet square. Such rugs 
are made on a great framework which 
stands upright inside the room. The, 
weaving begins at the bottom, and as’ 
the rug progresses the men have to 
use scaffelds upon which they sit while 
they draw the threads in and out. All 
the work is done by hand, and that in 
designs of Oriental patterns composed 
of many-colered wools.

RECORD FOR FLYING 
BROKEN BY SOMMER 


Frenchman in Air 147 
Minutes and 15 Seconds. 


When It Was Evident That 
Sommer Had Beaten Wright's 
Record, the Crowd Cheered 
Wildly. 


Mourmelon-Le-Grand, France, Au- 
gust 7.—Roger Sommer, the French 
aviator, today beat the world’s record 
for prolonged flight in an aeroplane. 
His machine remained in the air for 
2 hours 27 minutes and 15. seconds. 

Sommer started at 3:14 o'clock this 
morning in the bright moonlight., At 
the beginning he traveled slowly near 
the ground at elevations running from 
six to thirty yards. After the machine 
had become limbered' up the aviator 
increased his: speed and the coming 
of daylight showed him traveling and 
maneuvering easily. 

When it became evident that he had 
beaten the duration record held by 
Wilbur. Wright the assembled crowd 
cheered wildly, and as Sommer came 
to the ground at 41 minutes and 15 
seconds past 5 he was given an ova- 
tion.

THE investor who buvs land on the 
edge of a growing city and keeps it 
for a rise is merely taking advantage 
of one of the forces of nature.. Just as 
water .power, electrical 
other natural forces are harnessed, 
made to do service and yield dividends, 
so the tremendous bulging out of a big 
city into surrounding territogy can be 
made to pay on invested money. Any- 
one who has observed the growth of a 
city, and seen lines of residences reach 
out Hike tentacles into new territory 
can understand what is meant by the 
growing power of a city. 


I 


THIS tendency to build ever outward 

into fields and farms and woods, 
along car lines and off of them at 
right angles, can be utilized and put 
to advantage from a profit-making 
standpoint, just as other natural forces 
are utilized~ and developed. When 
John Jacob Astor bought from Aaron 
Burr estate one hundred and _ sixty 
acres of land near New York city at 
one thousand dollars an acre, he was 
harnessing and controlling a force just 
as the«gcorporation that builds a dam 
across river to generate electricity. 
The river does not ‘decide to turn 
around and go back some other direc- 
tion, but passes reluctantly on through 
the turbines. New York grew right 
on through J. J. Astor’s 160-acre tract 
-~~today portions of it constitute what 
is known as the Astor estate. 


ILLUSTRATIONS withoutnumber could 

be cited where property owners in 
Atlanta bought tracts on the edge of 
the city and sold off in lots what was 
bought as a farm. Any old citizen can 
tell you about cases like this—nearly 
anyone you meet can tell you of 
‘what I could have bought,” winding 
up by telling you what it is now 
worth. Any large acreage _ tracts 
around Atlanta that have been held 
for a number of years and then sold 
will tell the story of enhancement due 
to the cof&stant expansion of the city. 
A well-known case is that of land lot 
106 purchased by the late George W. 
Collier for $150—afterwards sold to 
the Ansley Park syndicate for $300,000. 


SOME 30 or 40 years ago Fulton coun- 
ty purchased a farm for almshouse 
purposes, paying $2,500 for 300 acres. 
At a recent auction sale only a por- 
tion of this land brought $69,000, this 
being nearly eight miles from the cen- 
ter of Atlanta. All this goes to show 
what could be done by an investor who 
will lay out money in acreage tracts 
to soak away, and let the tewn grow 
out on him, The mere increase in 
value of a body of land near a grow- 
ing city will equal to a fair salary 
earned by the average man. It is the 
same thing as being paid a salary by 
the general public for merely owni 
a piece of land and paying taxes on it. 
the salary being paid all in a lump at 
the end of a term of years. : 


LAYING aside the practidal question of 

raising cotton and corn, what is the 
matter with the farm that grows city 
lots? Without the actual drudgery of 
seed time and harvest, of cultivation 
and irrigation, the most pleasant oc- 
cupation along agricultural lines is 
the ownership of a farm that gets in 
the way of the growth of a big city. 
Search around, study the probable 
lines of development of Atlanta (which 
is not grown yet), find out the places 
where the city ought to be built up, 
but isn't. and invest there. Every acre 
will grow six lots 50x140 or four a 


50x200 in size. 


OF COURSE when Astor bought tne | 

Burr farm everybody said he was 
crazy to pay $1,000 an acre for land. | 
They did not fotesee the time when 
portions of it would sell at $100,000 a; 
front foot. The system is the same 
here in Atlanta as in New York, only 
the figures are smaller. But the up- 
ward trend of values, the resistless 
and incessant pushing out of city 
growth, lapping up wide acres and 
closing in vast gaps=-these phenomena 
are present here in Atlanta just as 
they existed in New York. The 
xrowth of American cities has been 
the means of creating more wealth 
than all other agencies combined.

Amend Report of Rules Com- 
mittee So as to Make Reso- 
lution the Special Order Was. 
Voted Down. . 


The senate refused again yesterday 
to give right-of-way at any time dur- 
ing the remainder of the session to the 
Jackson resolution which proposes to 
ratify the income tax amendment to 
the constitution of the United States. 

When the report of the committee on 
rules' prescribing the order of business 
was reported, it made no mention of 
senate resolution No. ‘23,’ which is 
the document in question, and the at- 
titude of the senate makes it look like 
a case of “23” for the national income 
tax, so far as this general assembly 
is concerned. 

The committee report fixed a couple 
of general bills of minor importance 
for immediate consideration, provided 
that the general tax bill and the ap- 
propriations bill shall be taken up and 
passed in advance of all other business, 
and following these such bills as the 
committee may report for consideration 
during the remainder of the session. 

The report of the committee also pro- 
Vided for afternoon sessions for the 
remainder of the session, and limited 
Speeches on all subjects to ten min- 
utes each, with an allowance of only 
three minutes for explaining a vote. 
The report as a whole was adopted. 

Perry for Imcome Tax. 

Senator Perry moved to amend the 
report of the committee on rules by 
providing that resolution ‘23,” pro- 
posing to ratify the federal income tax 
amendment, should be the gpecial order 
immediately following action upon 
the general appropriations bill. In the 
course of a strong argument for rati- 
fication, he said: 

_"“I don’t believe that any man who 


opposes thig income tax amendment 
witl ever be elected by the people to! 
any office again.’ 

In replying, Senator Burwell, who is| 
the author of the substitute resolution | 
Opposing ratification, said that if he 
could save to the state and to other 
Stateg of the nation, the right of levy- 
ing an income tax, instead of surren- 
dering f to the national government, 
he would be willing to retire into polit- 
ical oblivion for all time to come, con- 
fident that the future would vindicate 
the righteousness of his position. 

Senator Perry’s motion was voted 
down by 27 to 6, showing a decided 
disinclination on the part of the senate 
to ratify the proposed national amend- 
ment. 

An effort on the part 
Sellers, of the third, to 
consideration his bill to provide for 
exemption from taxation agricultural 
products in the hands of the producer, 
was also defeated by the senate. 

To Pretect Secret Societies. 

The senate passed, after brief dis- 
cussion, a bill by Senator Rutherford 
designed to secure to secret, charitable, 
benevolent. and social organizations 
incorporated under the Georgia laws 
or those of any other state, the ex- 
clusive right to the use of their names 
and insignia. 

The bill prohibits the use by any 
other organization of the corporate 
name of any of the classes of socie- 
ties or associations mentioned, or even 
the use of names so similar to them as 
to be mistaken for them. The courts 
are to protect this right by injunc..on 
upon application. 

In addition to the foregoing the bill 
makes it a misdemeanor for any un- 
authorized person to wear the emblems, 
insignia or buttens of such societies. 
There wags practically no debate upon 
the measure, and it went through by 
25 to |. This legislation grew out 
of a recent case in which an organi- 
zation of negroes adopted a name sim-

llar to that belonging to the Knights 
of Pythias, a case which is now pend- 
ing in the courts. 


Bill for Qaicker Decisions. 

The senate also passed the bill by 
Senator Burwell, which requires that 
all judges of superior courts shall de- 
cide a)l motiong for new trial, injunc- 
tions, demurrer&S and similar matters, 
within thirty days after they are pre- 
sented to the court. 

Under the present law, judges in 
counties with a population of less 
than 50,000 are required to decide such 
questions within thirty days, while in 
counties having a population of more 
than $0,000, they are réqu‘red to decide 
them within ninety days. It will be 
apparent, therefore, that the law af- 
fects only the larger counties of the 
state, and in them brings about quicker 
decisions in the classes of cases spec- 
ified. 


Appointment is Confirmed. 

The senate, in executive session, con- 
firmed the appointment by Governor 
Brown of C. W. Atwill, to be solic- 
itor of the city court of Bastman for 
the unexpired term beginning January 
1, 1910, and ending June !, i911. Mr. 
Atwill will succeed, in this office, W. 
M. Morrison, who has made a splendid 
solicitor, according to all reports, but 
who tenders his resignation to take ef 
fect January |, !910, for business rea- 
sons, #

The voluntary retirement of Judge 
William F. Eve from the office of 
commissioner of roads and revenue of 
Richmond county marks the end of a 
remarkabie career. It by no means 
marks the end of his usefulness, how- 
ever, as a factor in road building for 
the state and country-at-large. AS 
he was the pioneer in the making of 
good roads in Georgia, he will prob- 
ably continue to be its leading ex- 
ponent for years to come. In fact, he 
has been given the appropriate title 
of “father of good roads in Georgia.” 

He has bean in office 31 years. He 
was appointed by Governor Colquitt 
fa October, 1878, and has been suc- 
eessively commissioned by Governors 
MeDaniei, Gordon, Northen, Atkinson, 
Candler and Terrell.’ By act of the leg- 
fglature of 1907 he voluntarily  sur- 
rendered his office as commissioner. of 
roads and revenue and retained that 
of judge of the chy court, which of- 
fice also became elective. He was re- 
elected in October, 1908, without oppo- 
sition, receiving the largest vote 
polled. The people of his home county 
have alavays indorsed his administra- 
tion, held him in the highest possible 
respect and admiration, and during ali 
the years of his administration not a 
breach of suspicion has ever attached 
to hie integrity or to his efficiency. 

Net a Mile of Good Roads. 

When he took charge of the affairs 
of Richmond county he found the noble 
old county without a courthouse or 
jail and its only property was a poor- 
house. At that time the county was 
holding court in thé city hall and the 
city itself owned and controlled the 
jail. There was not a mile of improved 
roads, there was not a brick culvert or 
a steel bridge in the gounty. The high- 
“Ways were ungraded:and the farmers 
labored heavily to and from the town,

In the second story of the court- 
house are the offices of the receiver of 
tax returns, sheriff, county treasurer, 
and tax colector, and the pffice of 
the county commissioner. In the two 
wings of the building are the court 
rooms of the city and superior courts. 
These are very large and handsome, 
beautifuly equipped, of splendid accous- 
tic qualities, an@ are considered as fine 
court rooms as can be found in the 
south. 

The courthouse stands in the center 
of spacious grounds in the midst of a 
carefully-parked grove and in the cen- 
ter of carefully-kept lawns. It fronts 
350 feet on Greene street and on Tel- 
fair street. In front is the Indepen- 
dence monument and the noble vista 
afforded .by Monument street. The 
approach to it is inspiring to the 
lover of beautiful architecture in pub- 
lic buildings. In the yard is the build- 
ing of the court of ordinary and also 
the clerk’s office, in which are con- 
tained the records of deeds, mortgages 
and similar records of the county. The 
offices are fire-proof and are equip- 
ped with the latest improved metalii 
furniture. . , 

Bullding of County Home. 

Among the notable things that Judge 
Eve has done in Richmond county is 
the buildisag of the county home, which 
is 5 miles from Augusta on the road 
to Savannah. The home is on a 125- 
acre tract, of which 65 acres are in 
spiendid cultivation, In the buildings 
are comfortably housed 1560 inmates, 
whose condition renders them fit sub- 
jects for public charity and whose com- 
fort and care have engaged the 
thought and attention of Judge Eve 
and his officiais in more than an or- 
dinary degree. The county home was 
first ‘known as the “poorhouse,”’ and 
when Judge Eve took charge of it con- 
sisted of a few buildings. He ohanged 
the name to the “Richmond County 
Home;” he remodeled the buildings; 
he erected other necessary buildings, 
among which were insane. wards :for 
white and colored patients, as well as 
two tuberculosis hospitals, one for 
‘white and one for colored ‘patients, ca- 
pable of accommodating . twenty-five 
patients each. ¢2 

The tuberculosis hospital of the 
‘county home is one of the» most in- 
teresting and valuable attachments to 
the home. The hospitals contain toilet 
rooms, shower baths with hot and cold 
‘water, diet kitchen and dining rooms 
other inmates of

nurse and is supplied with an assist- 
ant. She has supervision of both white 
and colored departments, but in the 
colored department she is assisted by 
two colored trained hurses. 
county home and hospital are lighted 
by hydro-carbon gas, are heated by 
steam and are supplied with water- 
works system for both fire and domes- 
tic purposes. 

The county home is a most attrac- 
tive looking institution. The build- 
ings are scrupulously neat/and kept well 
painted, the grounds are well cared 
for and the passerby is at once at- 
tracted by the-evident attention that 
is paid to the detail of appearance, 
which indicates the care and comfort 
within. 

Attracted Wide Attention, 

Judge Eve has probably more repu- 
tation as a road-builder than he has 
in any other department of the county 
affairs. He has given much time and 
thought to the improvement ‘of the 
roads in Richmond county, and to his 
energy and attention to this subject 
is due largely the interest in good 
roads that is now so manifest through- 
out Georgia as well as the south, It 
is an old saying in the county that 
Richmond county has the best roads 
in the state. Starting without im- 
proved roads thirty years ago, the 
county now has 200 miles of roads that 
are good for automobilists, and they 
present an easy access for almost every 
farmer in the county to reach the mar- 
ket for his product. Augusta is known 
as a famous winter resort. The tour- 
ists bring their automobiles. It is oné 
of their main sources of pleasure and 
their constant occupation. Without 
good roads the automobile is robbed 
of it# pleasure. It is not too much to 
say that the goo@ roads of Richmond 
county have contributed largely to the 
probability and possibility of Augusta 
as a winter resort. A. famous winter 
tourist who has spent many winters 
in August recently said, “I find tn 
Richmond county 200 mftles of roads 
over which I can dative my automobile 
with speed and comfort. I have never 
seen such good roads anywhére else.” 
John D.° Rockefeller has spent many 
winters here. He brings his heavy 
touring cars and it is his great delight 
to ramble all over the county enjoying 
the open air of the open fields and the 
comfort of going anywhere and at aij- 
most any speed he likes over good 
roads. = ee 

Judge Eve has believed all along 
that good roads are a4 most potent fac- 
tor in building up the county. With- 
in three months after he assumed con- 
trol of the county affairs and after the 
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thirty-five of, them at work on the 
county roads. That was in January, 
187% "He adopted the plan of working 
from the city outwards to the county 
line, beginning with the most popular 
roads and working Out from the city 
five miles.

for the distance of ten miles from the 
city, until finally he completed all the 
roads to the county line, thus reaching 
the adjacent counties of Burke, Jef- 
ferson and Columbia, In addition to 
that he outlined a plan of intersecting 
roads encircling the county in every 
direction, so that every part of the 
county became accessible to every other 
part without the necessity of coming 
to the city. 
Lasting Work Done. 

In additidn to this, Judge Eve has 
substituted brick culverts and vitri- 
flied pipe for the old wooden drains 
that were used for crossing the roads. 
The bridges were improved and a 
number of steel structures were erect- 
ed. At places where traffic was heav- 
iest the grades of the roads were re- 
duced and the surface was covered 
with cement gravel wherever they 
were accessible to the railroads, else- 
where the sand beds were covered with 
clay or the clay was covered with 
sand. 

Judge Eve believes in making all 
roads thirty feet wide and. reducing 
the grade of all hills, whenever possi- 
ble, to a 3 per cent grade. In shaping 
the roads he believes that the center 
should be six inches higher than the 
sides where the grade is level. Where 
the grade is heavier, the crowning 
should be increased in order to get a 
rapid shedding of wafer and to pre- 
vent washing by the accumulation of 
momentum on the part of the water, 
All the bridges of the county are 
eighteen feet wide. ; 

A notable experiment in the making 
of roads is the use of oll, Judge Eve 
recognizes the fact that. automobiles 
are here and are here to stay. Along 
with the world in general, he knows 
them to be great dust raisers, and as 
a specialist in road canstruction, he 
knows them to. be road destfoyers.

claiming that our. highways brought 
the people nearer together by making 
transportation easier and reducing the 
expense of marketing their products, 
In fact, without good highways the 
advantages offered by railroads and 
waterways were minimized. He 
urged in this congress the placing of 
all state convicts, as well as misde- 
meanor convicts, on the roads of the 
state. He prepared and had adopted 
by this congress a set of resolutions 
calling for a good roads school, the 
purpose of which was to Inetruct road 
superintendents in such engineering as 
would be needed to lay off and grade 
a proper highway. Also to teach them 
how to construct a suitable bridge, and 
also to teach them the value of suca 
road material as would be found as- 
cessible to the road. 

In view of the great interest now 
manifest in roads, it would be well for 
us to recall those resolutions of 
twenty years ago and see how nearly 
the state has moved up to‘the idea 
then advanced. The resolutions are as 
follows: 

“Believing that every citizen of 
Georgia is interested In procuring good 
highways for our state, and that every 
interest in the state will be materially 
advanced by their permanent Improve- 
ment, and realizing that it will require 
intelligant and well-directed labor to 
bring them to a standard of excellence, 
which shall meet the requirements of 
thé people and reflect credit upon our 
commonwealth, we respectfully and 
earnestly request the Yaculty of the 
Georgia State School of Technology to 
add to their already comprehensive 
curriculum, a month's course each year 
in practical road-making, which shall 
be free to the superintendents of roads 
of the different counties. We would 
suggest that said course include in- 
structions upon ethe following sub- 
jects: e 

“1* Such engineéring as is necessary 
to lay off, grade and drain a perfect 
highway or wagon road. 

“2. The uses and advantages of im- 
proved implements and machines in 
road-making. _. Pe ie ee 

“3, The different materinis, to. 
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Tuberculosis Hospital on Hephzibah Road. 


nent the roadbed, and how to 
the same. 

“4. The utilization of 
soils and materials found 
portions of the state that may be used 
singly or in combination for the per- 
manent improvement of the roads. 

“5S. The strength and durability 
material to be use@ in bridge-building, 
and the proper construction of bridges 
adapted to highways, and such other 
subjects as the faculty may deem ap- 
propriate to such a course. Unani- 
mously adopted.” 

Judge Eve has lived to see all con- 
victs, both felony and misdemeanor, 
Placed on the public roads, and the 
faculty of the State university, under 
the directorship of Professor CC. H. 
Strahan, establish a good roads school. 

Advocated Coordination. 

Realizing that there B the necessity 
for good roads throughout the entire 
state, Judge Eve has advocated the 
coordination of the roads of all the 
counties so as to form a comprehensive 
system of state roads connecting all 
sections of the state. If each county 
of the state will cooperate with the 
adjoining counties and make a system 
of connecting highways throughout the 
country, the individual good arising to 
each county will be greatly multiplied. 
Judge Bve says with great earnestness, 
“There is nothing that will contribute 
more to the material, social and polit- 
ical prosperity of Georgia than good 
roads.” The great need of the state is 
good roads and good schools. When 
Georgia has thege in perfection she 
will become the Mecca of home-seek- 
ers: her resources will be developed; 
her industries will be multiplied; her 
people will prosper and the good old 
state will take the rank it deserves in 
the commercial activity of the times. 

Believing this as firmly as he does, 
Judge Eve has earnestly adyocated the 
good roads movement connecting our 
large cities. He has perfectede the 
Richmond county. road to the county 
line, being the first link in the auto- 
mobile road to Savannah. He has also 
made the thitial link in the automobile 
road to Atlanta by way of Thomson, 
Washington and Athens. Accompany- 
ing this sketch is a cut of ga finished 
section. of the road and also a out of 
the unfinished section of the road on 
the way from Augusta to Atlanta. 

Richmond’s Model Stockade. 

The last) work Judge Eve has done 
before retiring from office has been 
the construction of a model stockade 
for the accommodation of the convicts 
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felony convicts, Judge Eve planned 
and constructed the most up-to-date 
arid model stockade for his road de-; 
partment that can be found anywhere. 
Using these convicts, which, whe 

turned over to him, were totally un-! 
skilled labor, none of whom had ever! 
laid a brick or used a hammer or saw,! 
he proceeded put them in the! 
charge of an expert foreman, and with! 
the purchase of about $12,000 of matee-' 
rial he has made a stockade that for} 
comfort, convenience and security may] 
well be called a model of its kinda 
While the convicts have to work hard,| 
yet they should be surrounded with; 
every condition of cleanliness and san-| 
itation that humanity prompts. They 
shold be well housed and kept warm: 
and kept well fed and comfortable. , 

The Richmond county stockade ‘4 
made in the sMape of a T and is 6 
three stories. The basement has & 
dining hall for the guards, the boiler! 
room for heating, the kitchen, the} 
commissary, the work shop and a din-| 
ing or assembly hall 40x 125 feet.| 
While there are at present 230 con-, 
victs in the stockade there are accom- 
modations for 400, giving the county 
ample facilities for accommodating its 
convict labor for many years to come, 
Believing that cleanliness is a means Of 
reformation, the stockade contains &@ 
bath room with shower baths where 
30 or 40 convicts at a time take a 
bath. 

In the wings on the second floor , 
are located separate hospitals for’ 
white and colored convicts. 

In the center of the front portion 
is located the office of the supeérin- 
tendent and opposite is the office of 
the physician. In the rear are located 
the dormitories, in a room 40 2136 
feet, the same size as the dining hall 
below. The dormitory is arranged with’ 
four rows of double-deck bunks. These 
bunks are» constructed of water pipe 
and cotton ties. and contains places for” 
about 300 convicts. This is reserved 
for the use of the negro convicts. 

In the third story are the dormi- 
tories for the white convicts, arranged 
in two rows of bunks constructed sim- 
ilar to the others. There is also @& 
large and airy sleeping quarters for 
the guards. he building is so well” 
constructed for the security of the com> 
victs that only one night guard is 
needed. The stockade was built on- 
tirely by the white convicts under the 
superintendence of . & Gregg, an 
experienced builder. By the time he 
had finished the building he had: 
changed the 50 white conyicts whe, 
were . thoroughly inexpert into fair 
masons and carpenters. If at any time 
the state. desired to bulld a central)

Judge Eve is a vice presidenteand & 
member of the executive committee of 
the International Good Roads League. 
He is second on the committee on na- 
His interest has ad- 
VYaneed from county roads to. state 
Toads, and now undertakes the consid- 
eration of a great and intricate system 
of national highways by which afl! 
parts of our country can be accessible 
each to the other by public highways. 
as well as by railroadsand waterways. 
There will be a bill before congress for 
the creation of a national board of 
highways, the purpose of which is to 
eoordinate all state roads bygcreating 
interstate interest in the subject of 
road-bullding. 

Judge Eve is taking a great interest 
in this proposed national legislation, 
and sees in it wonderful possibilities 
for the development of those sections 
of our country that heretofore have not 
been blessed with a good system of 
highways. He feels that it will bring 
the people together: that it will make 
the farmers more content, rural life 
and bring the bless- 
ngs of civilization and advantages of 
Social and commercial intercourse to 
these that live in regions remote from 
business centers. 
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Friday I went to bageball, the first 
time for me, and then because it was 
“unprofessional —between the fat 
men of town against the “leans.”

I sure was 
loaded for this “explanation,” but not 
a one of the “hardheads” were on the 
“square; they were all at baseball, 
and so the “why” the old confeds were 
not noticed in the message remains an 
unexplhainéd problem. 

Colonel Morrison was absent from 
the ball game because of-his presence 
at Chickamauga in 1863. His regi- 
ment, the First Georgia cavalry. 
brought on the fight at that nrémor- 


able battle, and because of the balls 


that he caught there his locomotion is 
too much deranged to attend ball 
games in this day and time. Judge 
George had just arrived home from a 
trip to New York, where he and Judge 
Roan had spent ten days in sight- 
seeing, and of course he could never 
stoop to walking across town to see 
a game of baseball between Decatur’s 
“fats” and “leans.” 

These two were the only ones to be 
geen on the “square” when I arrived, 
and all people who have ever met. a 
regular Georgia cracker fresh from 
New York can understand why I went 
to the game and why I stood no chance 
examining Hoke’s forgetfulness of 
old confeds. The judge igs not 
much of a talker ordinarily—that is, we 
have Ben Simpkin’s and one or two 
others who could get in a word now 
and then before the judge went on 
bis trip, but now, Jerusalem. I never 
Was convinced before that truth was 
stranger than fiction—I am now, for 
I know the judge is truthful and he 
felis stranger things about New York 
IT could never 
@sk readers unacquainted to believe 
these things. Brown. alwavs fond of 
being the greatest liar in Georgia, 
yields to these truths about New York. 
and is fearful that the judge will take 
some of his laurels away from him as 
a romancer.

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baseball — everybody attended. Our 
mavor was one of the players. He was 
a “lean,” and sherHf was a player, he 
was a “fat.”

the great disappointment of Deacon 
Brightwell—we are sure Mr. Brightwell 
wished it had broke Mr. Perry’s arm, 
head and leg rather than’ for him to 
have resumed just when he did: the 
deacon Was very much crazy, some 
might call it “interested,” but that's 
too mild. Deputy Sheriff Linsey was 
the fastest runner. It took two to 
measure his ‘Sspeed—“here he comes,”’ 
“there he goes.” Charle Austin, our 
tonsorial artist, was the leanest of the 
“leans,” and I think he was studying 
all the time how to keep his shins from 
popping off, but threg of his strides 
reached from base to base and so made 
up in length what he lacked in circum- 
ference. 

All in all the game was a great suc- 
reass, or so folks say.

Twice a week 
certain. more sometimes, 500 to a 1,000 
negroes congregate and play ball here 
at Decatur, the whites do the same 
two or three times a week. This 
energy concentrated with the same en- 
thusiasm to the making of crops would 
wipe out all hunger in Atlanta and in 
DeKalb county. 

But, no sir: playing ball and making 
a crop is a very different proposition. 
Bovs displaying the mos tenthusiaétic 
energy at ball would think it a dis- 
tressing hardship to have them chop 
firewood or work the garden. But I 
like the kind of game they had Fri- 
dav. There was no charges; it was 
between homefolks just for the fun; 
not for the professionals at a greater 
salary than nine-tenths of the preach-

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; Sunday Restraint Upon Avarice |.

Remember the Sabbath @ay to keep it 
holy.—Eixodus xx, 8. - 

In the Book of Genesis,in immediate 
connection with the story of creation, 
it is said that.on the seventh day God 
ended His work which He had nade: 
And God blessed the seventh day and 
sanctified it because that in it He had 
rested from all His work which He 
created and made. 

In sealing the opening chapters of 
Genesis, remember that with the Lord 
one day is as a thousand years, and a 
thousand years as one day. The days 
of creation were God days, and not nec- 
essarily twenty-four hours of mart’s 
kind. There can be no doubt that 
Moses, in the: Pentateuch, embodied 
} traditions and doctrines which had been 
preserved from earlier times. 

The custom of dividing time into 
weeks of seven days existed in the 
very earliest periods of the world’s 
history. ' Many of the ancient... nations 
practiced it. The Egyptians and the 
Chaldeans did. The Greeks first divided 
the months into periods of ten days, 
but afterwards adopted the: week of 
seven days. The Romans had a week 
of eight days. but changed it to one of 
seven. Something of this character was 


found among the aborigines in North 
and South America: ¢ But, though thére 
is this general concurrence in the prac- 
ti0e Of dividing time into periods of 
seven days, there is no such agreement 
in the custom of observing one of these 


_.; Seven days as a Sabbath for rest from 


Ordinary labor and the celebration of 
religious worship. The practice of 
dividing time into weeks ts one thing: 
the practice of Observing one day tn 
every week for worship, quite a dif- 
ferent thing. But one suggests and 
Supports the other, showing the wrigi- 
ee ve and intention of the divis-

The words of our blessed Lord 
worthy of careful consideration. The 
Sabbath was made er man. Yes, for 
man—not for the Jew only, but for 
mankind—man everywhere, whatever 
his race, whatever his color, his lan- 
Kuage, his country. All men need the 
Sabbath—it was made for all. 

The Jewish Sabbath was founded 
upon a definite divine command—one 
of the “ten words.” Ags to. the duty 
of their keeping the Sabbath dav holy 
there is no question.” The particular 
day was. fixed. The people were not 
at liberty to make the first day ‘he 
Sabbath, nor the second day, nor the 
fourth. To have rested the first day 
and worked the seventh would have 
been a plain violation of the com- 
mandment. God blessed the seventh 
day and sanctified it. The purpose of 
the day is expresslv given. It was a 
commemoration of the great work of 
creation—an acknowledgement that 
Jehovah made heaven and earth, man 
and all things else. 

The manner in which 
to be spent was stated: 
shait not do any work.” 
forbidden, but not innocent pleasure 
and wholesome recreation. The Jews 
seem to have regarded it as a dav for 
worship, for the instructing their chil- 
dren in the law, and also as a day for 
family parties and social festivals. The 
early Christian fathers taunt the Jews 
of their day with the luxurious and 
self-indulgent manner of spending the 
day. St. Augustine tells them it woulg 
be better to plow than to dance on the 
Sabbath. It is plain that dancing was 
not forbidden, but plowing was. so 
far from supposing the dav should he 
kept as a fast, it was insisted that the 
very idea and purpose of the dav re- 
quired that-it shoyld be a festival: all 
the great and good things Jehovah haqd 
done for the nation called for glad 
remembrance—for a day of jov and 
gladness. The command requiring the 
sacrifices in the Temple to he doubled 
of the Sabbath certainfy gives the day 
a religious character. 

The Sabbath law was enforced by ge- 
vere penalties, death: the Sabbath- 
breaker was stoned. Wasthis unneces- 
sarily severe? Nothing like it has been 
found with other people. It was in 
harmony with the whole system of 
Judaism. The nation was holy unto 
Jehovah, set apart from all other na- 
tions for a special purpose. Within 
the nation was a chasen tribe, set 
apart for temple service, within the 
tribe of Levi one person was set apart 
from all his immediate brethren as 
high priest. Consecration unto the 
Lord. So the first fruits of the har- 
vest and the firstlings of the cattle 
were devoted to Jehovah. Thus the 
seventh day was Jehovah's. <A conse- 
crated nation, consecrated men, conse- 
crated property, consecrated place, con- 
secrated time, all declared that God 
claimed the nation as His own, and in 
every department of life insisted on 
being confessed as Lord of all To vio- 
late the Sabbath was to profane time 
God claimed as peculiarly His own. As 
there was but one tabernacle in the 
wilderness and later one temple at Je- 
rusalem, there was little to remind the 
people of God save this Sabbath rest. 
If its observance had not been strong- 
ly insisted upon and its disregard and 
violation severely punished, God would 
easily and soon have been forgotten. 
The weekly rest from common labor 
was a constant reminder of the God 
of their fathers. 


In like manner Sunday does or should 
remind us of God, our dependence apon 
Him, our relations to Him, even though 
the death penalty does not hang over 
our heads. We will not be stoned, but 
worse; there is great danger to the 
soul.in Sunday neglect and the dese- 
cration of the Lord's time, Men with- 
out Sunday would soon become men 
without souls. Spiritual death is more 
to be feared than stoning of the body. 

Look now at some of the benefits 
flowing from the Sabbath observance 
Rest from labor, made for freedom. 
Human life was not so hard among 
the Jews as with us. Their 
climate was mild, the soil fertile under 
cultivation, the country was small, 
wealth more evenly distributed, their 
wants were few, for life was simple. 
No large towns, crowded with people, 
who keep from starvation by constant 
monotonous labor; no clouds of smoke 
hung over the cities of Judea; the roar

| and rattle of the machinery was not 


heard in the streets: life was quiet, 
out of doors among the trees and vine- 
yards, on the green hillsides and on the 
mountain side, yet there was labor, 
plenty of hard work sowing the seed, 
tending the vine and fig trees, gather- 
ing the grape at vintage and reaping 
the grain in harvest: The shepherd and 
the fisherman have thetr toil. God took 
part with the worker against the hard- 
ness of jis 16t, making rest from or- 
dinary work a religious duty. It 
checked the tyranny of the master and 
protected the servant and slave. It is 
not God's will that all our days be 
spent in drudgery, searching for sordid 
gain: without doubt, then,asnow, to 
some the Sabbath was an offense 
: 2 ‘men eager to grow 
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and maid- 
and take 


tle,~ their manservants 

servants to stop work 
their ease for a day. What an un- 
necessary loss of time! “When will 
the new moon be gone that we may 
sell our corn, and the Sabbath, that we 
may set forth wheat?” Such a spirit, 
if not restrained, wilt grind the poor 
seven days in the week. Men now have 
need to remember that six days’ 
healthy labor is more profitable than 
seven days monotonous toil. God was 
good to both the rich and the poor, the 
master and the servant—rest from toil, 
restraint upon avarice. 

In what relation does the Jewish Sab- 
bath stand to the Christian Sunday? 
There is great difference; there is also 
much similarity. They both come once 
a week—one on the seventh, the other 
on the first day—and so mark the same 
division of time. They both remind of 
God, and separate one-seventh of our 
time to His especial service. They 


| 


both bring. the game blessings to body 
and to the soul; rest to the weary 
limbs and tired mind; a time for wor- 
ship to the soul; blessings to master, 
blessings to servant, blessings to every 
one who labors. If there is any differ- 
ence We need our Sunday more than 
the Jew of old needed his Sabbath. 


The poor need its rest and change; the 


sick its restraint; also there are those 
whom make their poverty an excuse fvur 
Sunday toil and need its lessons of holy 
truth. The Sabbath reminded the Jew 
that Jehovah Was the Creator and 
Ruler of the world; so it does us, when 
we remember fhat God 
His work which He had created and 
made. It reminded the Jew of the de- 
liverance of his fathers out of Egyptian 
bondage. The Lord’s day reminds us 
Of a greater deliverance—Christ's de- 
liverance of the world from bondage to 
fear of sin and death. 

The Sabbath was not a day of heavy 
soberness and wearisome religious re- 
Straint, but of rest and rejoicing. Our 
Sundays shoulg not be made a task 
and burden, but days of praise and 
holy jov—days of the o!d to weli- 
come with gladness, for the young to 
love. 

At what time 
ceased to observe the seventh day as 
their Sabbath is doubtful. The Apos- 
tles were not in haste to break up old 
customs and traditions of their eoun- 
trymen; they did not publish a new 
law abolishing the old. The observ- 
ance of the seventh day probably died 
out gradually, as did attendance’ upon 
Temple worship. Long after Sabbath 
observance ceased the day was held 
in high regard by Christians; in the 
east it was kept as a fast, because on 
that dav Christ lay in the tomb. He 
rested from His labors. In the west 
it was kept as a festival. 

It was natural that the disciples 
shoulg choose the first day of the week 
for the Lord’s day. The most remark- 
able appearances of our Lord to the 
Apostles and disciples, after His res- 
urrection from the grave, were on “the 
first day of the week.” Read the Gos- 
pel narrative with care. On that day 
the Holy Ghost descended visibly upon 
the church. Christ's resurrection was 
a new creation; the kingdom of heaven 
had come; old things had passed away; 
all things had become new. What a 
glorious manifestation of the power 
and lovg of God! Surely that first day 
of the Zeek was the day of days—the 
day the Lord had madé. There does 
not appear any direct special commang 
to change from the seventh to the 
first day, but general practice seems 
to have approved the mée?Ping together 
for the breaking of bread, for wor- 
ship and instruction. St. Paul’s words 
to the Corinthians are the nearest we 
find to a command: “Upon the first 
day of the week let every one of you 
lay by him in store.as God hath pros- 
pered him.” In the time of Constan- 
tine it was decreed that the courts of 
law should be closed in the day of 
thé sun, and all work save that in the 
fields should be suspended. Other 
edicts followed later, and gradually 
the first day became a secular as well 
as a religious institution. 

The Jewish Sabbath avas a divinely 
ordered discipline, intended to enforce 
the remembrance of God as the Crea- 
tor and Ruler of the world, and to check 
man's complete absorption in secular 
affairs. The Christian Sunday is the 
expression the joy in our hearts 
in the resurrection and glory 
of Christ Jesus. Its observance 
shows our desire to win a 
place in the kingdom of heaven. The 
true question for every man is: “How 
far is it possible for me to escape from 
the common cares and pleasures of life, 
and how completely can I dwell on this 
one day in seven in a fairer world, 
breathe a purer air and rejoice in the 
divine presence?”

Mr. Haddock contributes to a series which has popularized this paper 
in a host of southern farm homes, under the caption, ‘‘'‘alks From Farmers 
‘to Farmers,’’ containing not the academic experiences of theorists, but. the 
actual methods tried and found profitable by bona fide tillers of the soil. 

In the current instance, the contribution is a most constructive one. 
Mr. Williams selects the title, ‘‘Self-Sustaining Farmers,’’ and outlines the 
procedure whereby he has accomplished an unusual success, even for this 
state. 

Diversification %& his keynote, and The Constitution does not apologize 
for reiterating its views along that line, since it is only through such per- 


‘| sistence that the farmers of the southern states, and the south itself, will 


come into their true material heritage. 

Mr. Wilhams aptly summarizes his arguments and conclusions in the 
following extracts, which for proven common sense skould be emblazoned 
upon the memory and practice of every farmer in the southern half of this 


country: 

Diversified farming adds to independence a contented home. It 
means pestures verdant with grasses—grain and peas with a big P, and 
horses, cattle hogs and gheep browsing on the richness. It means a 
home dedicated to wife and@ children, refined in its surroundings, with all 
the comforts and beauty—such a home, whether cottage or mansion, 
mears advanced agriculture. In this attemptsI’ve tried to fre a few 
stots along the skirmish line, and leave it to the good sense and judg- 
ment of the earnest host of Georgia farmers to plant their batteries along 
this line, and pitch the battle here. Firmly plant your banner on this 
line, farmers of Georgia, and all the trusts and syndicates and mergers 
will be powerless to harm you. Instead of dictating prices to you to buy, 
you can sell at their prices. Then all Georgia stock will eat Georgia 
provender, and Georgia will eat Georgia grub. 


It is significant that at the time Mr. Williams is handing this sound ad- 
vice to his fellow-workers, the Farmers’ Union of the state of Arkansas is 
arging its members to smash wheat corners by planting enough of that 
product to» give them freedem from outside sources. 

It is only through the pursuit of methods of this nature that the south 
will be enabled to shake the shackles that bind her in more or less tribute 
to the industries of other sections, and stand forth boldly tpon a complete 
realization of her own assets. 

Before the disrupting influences of the civil war revolutionized our mode 


tl of life, we depended upon other sections only for clothing and luxuries of 


food and apparel. The necessities of life, under the ancient patriarchal sys- 
tem, were reproduced on southern plantations, and the profits from the cot- 
ton crop were almost a clear gain. 

Changed conditions have made the total] repetition of that status an im- 
possibility. But they have not robbed southern soil of its fertility, of its 
faculty of responding to virtually every food crop placed in the ground. 

It is within our power to make ourselves in a large measure economic- 
ally independent of other sections. The course of Mr. Williams is a sure 
pointer in that direction.

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“THE FATHER OF GOOD ROADS IN GEORGIA.” 


Makins two blates of grass to grow where before stood one is com- 
parative child’s play to the achievement of Judge William F. Eve, of Rich- 
mond county. : 

He is the pioneer in, the original father of, that great movement to 
girdle Georgia with splendid thoroughfares today entering upon its actual 
epoch of consummation. 

And that is sufficient distinction to write his name with particular prom- 
inence in the history of the upbuilding of Georgia. , 

For thirty-one years Judge Eve has been both county commissioner and 
county judge of Richmond county. Next month he 1s finally to retire from 
the position of commissioner, retaining the post of county judge of Rich- 
mond county, in obedience to the law which prohibits officials from holding 
two elective offices simultaneously, and an elective county boarc having 
been authorized and chosen for Richmond. 

Elsewhere The Constitution presents a page article describing the re- 
markable career of Judge Eve as it bears on the constructio. of good roads 
and other public work. The article also includes illustrations showing by 
documentary evidence the progress of highway construction under his -egime, 
as well as his last important achievement, the erecticn with convict labor 
of a model stockade. 

This structure was erected upon plans outlined by Judge Eve himself 
and by convicts who, at the start, were absolute novices in the pursuits of 
carpentry ani masonry. 

This remarkable Georgian first signalized his accession to office in 1879 
by instituting the plan of regularly working convicts on county roads. He 
laid out a definite course of action, building and improving roads from town 
to a point five miles out, then increasing the distance to ten miles, and 
gradually ec: nnecting these trunk lines with interconnecting highways. 

At the beginning of his labors Richmond county had virtually no road- 
ways. Today she has one of the best systems in the state, touching con- 
tiguous counties on all sides, and providing ideal facilities for the farmers 
to market their crops with a minimum of time and expense. Judge “ve was 
one of the ieading figures ig the first good roads conference in Georgia 
twenty years ago, and it was he who introduced the resolution suggesting 
that the school of technology include in its curriculum a regular course in 
road‘building. The worth of this idea is reflected in the demand now going 
up from all over the state for competent road engineers. 

More conspicuously than any other man in Georgia identified with the 
cause of good roads, there is at least the consolation that in voluntarily 
retiring from formal official responsibilities, Judge Eve’s known devotion to 
the cause of good roads may be relied upon to insure tue active continuance 
of his interest in their prosecution.

|completed ,arrangements for a thoroughfare between Atlanta and Albany, 


as outlined elsewhere in this issue. 

Chairman I. P. Cocke, of the county commissioners of Lee county, ..n- 
nounces that that county’s quota of-convicts has been placed upon the 
Dougherty county end of the. county road, and that from that point they 
will work straight across Lee to the Sumter county line on the north, join- 
ing with the roads of that county. * 

This action supplies the final link in the continuous highway between 
Atlanta and the south Georgia metropolis. \ 

Every other intefvening county had fallen already into the plan of 
building and improving their highways upon the idea of connecting with 
the roads cf other counties. Lee was the only county that had not yet 
taken action. 

The announcement of Chairman Cocke means that within a few months 
Georgia will havé a splendid specimen of the state-wide highway for w/iicn 
The Constitution has been persistently contending. 

What the wide-awake counties between these two points are accom- 
plishing the other counties of the state can achieve. They are at least con- 
fronted by an inspiring example. With its general adoption there should fol- 
low that gridironing of Georgia which will write new industrial and economic 
epochs in the history of the state.

THE WEST RESPONSIBLE FOR ITS OWN SHACKLES. 


Governor John A. Johnson, of Minnesota, in his recent speech at the 
Seattle exposition celebrating the day set apart for that state, made a 
strong appeal to the west to battle for that share of participation in na- 
tional affairs to which its importance gave it clear title. 

The governor protested against the commercial, industrial and political 
domination of the east, and while deprecating any intention of drawing sec- 
tional lines, suggested that it wag incumbent upon the west to work along 
levels calculated to promote nationalism in politics. 

Here is a portion of his address in which he also refers to the south: 


It is time that the west threw off the shackles of the east. I would 
preach no sectional divisions, but Minnesota and Washington and the 
states between them, with those to the south of us, should claim their fair 
share of influence in the administration of national affairs, to which they 
are entitled by every law of common sense and political economy. We 
should cast our influence not only to advance the interests of our par- 
ticular section, but for the common good of our country. - 


Regarding commerce, finance and industry, we think Govérnor vohnson 
has somewhat overdrawn the preponderance of the east. 

It is true, there was a time when New York city and the industry and 
commerce generally of the east largely controlled the material destin;, not 
only of the west, but of the south as well. During tha* interval the west 
was building up, and the south was recovering painfuily from the prostra- 
tion of the civil war. 

Beginning, however, with 1890, or nearly twenty years ago, a radical 
change in the national industrial and ‘commercial alignment began to make 
its appearance. The west, while still not any too prospcrous, was commenc- 
ing to give earnest of the solid achievement of later years. And the south, 
having retrieved the more desperate losses of reconstraéction, was in a posi- 
tion to gain a firmer grip on the task of development. 

Since then, and in a phenomenal degree in the last ten years, west and 
south have gonhe forward in great strides. In the very nature of things, the 
east still plays an instrumental role in commerce and industry, but no 
longer it its importance overshadowing, while every year the historical con- 
trasts march farther toward readjustment. 

In the matter of politics, pure and simple, the West has only itself to 
blame for continued subservience to the republican party. Our western 
friends have had to contend with no such deterrent a: the negro problem. 
Ever since they became important numerically they have been able to fight 
their political battles sheerly upon lines of conviction and inclination. 

When, therefore, Governor Johnson talks of the east dominating the 
west, and searches for a remedy, he should not have far to go. Those things 
for which Aldrich and Lodge and Payne stand can only rule the west so 
long as the west wills it shall be ruled. And it is noticeable that the main 
strength of the republican ‘‘insurgents,’’ representing =~ revolt against the 
things of which the governor complains, came not from the far, but the 
middle west. 

From which it is apparent that the ‘‘unshackling’’ of the west is in a 
controlling cegree a matter of its own volition.

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DEAR-BOUGHT ECONOMY IN ROAD-BUILDING POLICIES. | 


Here is one county in Georgia that, on the vital economic issue of good | 
roads, is saving at the spigot and wasting at the bung in gloriously extrava- | 


gant style, 

.“Poverty” is pleaded as an excuse for neglecting road-building. Similar- 
ly, a man with elbows out, feet on the ground and empty stomach would 
argue that he could not afford.to go into debt for clothing and food, even if he 
knew that by so doing he could secure a job that would enable him to many 
times repay the loan. 

Following is the letter that has come to The Constitution reporting this 
untoward state of affairs in a county containing, we are sure, a large percent- 
age of progressive, wide-awake citizens. 


Replying to your request with regard to what is being done on the pub- 
lic roads of the county, am sorry to say that ABSOLUTELY NOTHING is 
being accomplished or attempted at present: We have no commissioners, 
all such work being in the hands of the ordinary. He says the county is 
NOT IN A CONDITION FINANCIALLY AT PRESENT TO WORK HER 
QUOTA OF CONVICTS OR TO-DO EXPENSIVE WORK OF ANY NATURE. 
MANY CITIZENS APPRECIATE THE ADVANTAGES OF GOOD ROADS, 
BU: FEEL THE COUNTY CANNOT AFFORD NOW TO UNDERTAKE SYS8- 
TEMATIC WORK. THEY BELIEVE IT IS BEST TO PRACTICE ECONOMY. 


Unfortunately, they are not “practicing economy.” As a cold, business 
fact, they are practicing the worst sort of extravagance. 

Insead of not being able to afford highway improvement, they are 
really not able to afford the luxury of NEGLECTING highway improvement. 

Perhaps ready money IS lacking to inaugurate systematic road-building. 

A man whose roof was leaking or whose house was falling to pieces 
would not balk at this obstacle. 

HE WOULD USE HIS CREDIT TO MAKE THE ROOF RAIN-PROOF 
AND TO KEEP THE BLASTS OF WINTER OUT OF HIS HOUSE. 

A county entitled to a fair-sized quota of convicts, with roads badly in 
need of repair and development, is in an identical predicament. 

While it is saving immediate expenditure, it is laying a rapidly increas- 
ing toll on its farmers to pay for repairs that must be made some time in 
the future; it is adding to the expense of the farmer in getting his goods to 
market, taking away from his profits and increasing the price of those goods 
to the town resident; it is putting that particular county months, perhsps 
years, behind more progressive communities on every side. 

If that is not typical penny wisdom and pound folly, we despair of 
finding a more vivid definition. 

FOR A FRACTION OF THE IMMEDIATE “SAVING” IN OUTLAY. 
THAT COUNTY.COULD FLOAT AND MAINTAIN SUFFICIENT BONDS 
TO SET HER CONVICTS TO WORK BUILDING UP A SYSTEM OF GOOD 
ROADS, INCREASED PROFITS FROM WHICH WOULD IN ALL LIKE- 
LIHOOD PAY FOR A THIRTY-YEAR ISSUE OF BONDS IN LESS THAN

Whitttle, of. the county constabulary, 
was fired upon and several bird shot 
took effect in his body. 

He Attacked Negro. 


furlough, and at the expiration of the 
90 days seemed to be getting along al!

Yesterday one of the negroes on his 
father’s farm failed to saddle his horse, 
and he became violent and chased the 
negro with a shotgun in hand for about 
two miles. 

His brother made application to the 
ordinary for a writ of lunacy, and the 
sheriff sent officers to his place this 
morning to make the arrest. They were 
warned by the insane man not to ap- 
proach the house, and stated that he 
would kill the first man who did. A 
sudden death stared the officers in the 
face they were unable to make the ar- 
rest. . 

Made Charges Against Aysiim. 

It was Dunnington who wrote an 
article for one of thé leading Georgia 
weeklies anent the management of the 
asylum, making such grave charges 
against the officials that an investiga- 
tion was ordered by the governor. He 
and George Bell, a former state politi- 
clan, and later an inmate of the insti- 
tution, both wrote letters about the 
asylum. Bell, on the day for his fur- 
lough to be up, committed suicide. 

The officers have the house’ ‘sur- 
rounded, and will arrest Dunnington if 
it is possible to do so without killing 
him. .He at one time fasted for 51 
days and he defiantly stated to the of- 
ficers today that he would fast that 
long again before he would submit to 
arrest. His parents fear that he will 
commit suicide rather than to be ar- 
rested.

Ultimatum on Crete Sent 
by Turkey. 


Greece Must Express Her Dis- 
approval of Annexation or 
Declare She Has No Ambi- 
tions Regarding the Island or 
Turkey Will Act.

Athens, Greece, August 7.—The 
Turkish government has communicatec 
to Greece an urgent note, asking that 
she express her disapproval of the an- 
nexation agitation in Crete, ang for- 
mally declare that Greece has no am- 
bitions regarding the island.

TURKEY TO STAND BY RIGHTS.

The addresses of District Attorney 
Jerome and Mr. Morschauser today 
were alike free from the outbursts of 
oratory that characterized the two 
homicide trials. The district attorney 
was particularly temperate. Mrs. Mary 
C. Thaw’s perwonal attacks on him 
were passed without mention, 
Thaw himself Mr. Jerome spoke pity- 
ingly, as that “poor boy.” 

Only two witnesses among several 
hundred that testified for Thaw at his 
trials and hearings were pickeg out by 
Jerome for rebuke. These were Evelyn 
Nesbit Thaw and Dr. Brition D. Evan§s, 
Thaw’'s chief alienist. Without raising 
his voice, but in the frankest language, 
the district attorney said that in his 
belief Thaw’s pretty wife had deliber- 
ately and wilfully falsified.” His at- 
tack on Dr. Evans, after their skirm- 
ish yesterday, was not unexpected. 

Mr. Morschauser, in his summing up, 
reviewed the evidence more in detail.

“Uncle Bob,” a brother of Mr. Ritchie, 
has the superintendence of the work- 
ing force of boys. He ieads them by 
making himself one of them in the 
work about the farm. Uncle Bob 
breakfasts with the boys soon after 
daylight, and then is with them off to 
the fields. Corn is the principal crop, 
but nearly everything that is eaten in 
the schoo! is raised heres You should 
see the corn that is raised in these 
valleys, and you should eat the bread 
made from this water-grco--nd meal! 
No fear of pellagra from Rabun county 
valley corn, but bread whol: :ome, 
sweetanddelicious Just now during my 
visit, “Uncle Bob” and the boys are 
moving a house preparatory to the 
task of adding a boys’ dormitory to it. 
And this brings me to that point in my 
story of telling you of the greatest 
friend that the school in the Gap has, 
a friend “in need who is a friend in- 
deed.” 

Mr. Prince Hodgson is here with his 
lovely family helping Mr. Ritchie in the 
task of buildithg the dormitory for the 
boyr Professor Charles Strahan has 
drawn the plans, and the building 
promises to be one of beauty and use- 
fulness. Pvery morning Mr. Prince 
dons his blue overalls, takes his break- 
fast with Uncle. Bob and the boys, and 
is off to the work. 

In the two days that I have been 
here the little cottage where Uncle 
Bob lives has been cut in two, and a 
portion of it moved away to be used 
as a bath house for the boys, and the 
main building left to be added to for 
the dormitory. The work on that will 
begin today. 

Mr. Prince will see the work through, 
and by the opening of the fall term 
this building will be ready to accom- 
modate fifteen or twenty mountain 
boys. Please remember that these are 
our boys, and need our sympathy and 
help. The work in the school room 
will begin in September. 

Uncle Bob, the sturdy mountaineer, 
by the way a university man, will then 
give his morning hours to the class 
room. At the blackboard, analyzing a 
problem of algebra, he is as much at 
home as he is leading his band in the 
corn patch or rye field. Mr. Prince, 
the friend of Rabun Gap school, is not 
only helping to “build the dormitory 
for the boys, but he fs equally inter- 
ested in the development of the girls. 
This summer is an object lesson—he 
has placed in the kitchén one of the 
most: expert cooks in the state. The 
dainty dishes, which are made in the 
presence of these girls and are setved 
by them each day, are object lessons 
which any good housewife ‘might be 
glad to have. Belive me, the rolls will 
meit in your mouth, the broiled and 
fried chicken, the crisp potato chips, 
the croquettés and timbals, the cream 
cakes and lemon cheege, the delicious 
coffee and tea up here in Rabun coun-

Near the river 
the missing pocketbook was found. The 
mob then turned Allen ove? to a jus- 
tice of the peace, who ordered him ouc 
of town.

20 BALES OF COTTON RAISED 
ON {0 ACRES IN CLAY COUNTY 


Albany, Ga., August 7.—(Special.)— 
One of the most remarkable object 
lessons in the cultivation of cotton 
ever presented in this section comes 
from Clay coungy, and is presented 
by W. T. Green, one of the most suc- 
cessful farmers in this section. 

Mr. Green several years ago de- 
termined to make exhaustive experi- 
ments in cotton growing on the inten- 
sive plan. 

He selected a Measured patch of 
ten acres of land of the character best 
suited to the successful cultivation of 
cotton, and planted the best seed 
which he could procure in the south. 
He fertilized Nberally. In the/fall he 
ginned and sold ten bales of an average 
weight of 500 pounds from the megs- 
ured ten-acre patch. 

That was in 1907. In 1908 Mr. Green 
planted the same ten acres in cotton 
again. Again he secured seed which 
the Georgia experiment station had 
declared produced the most prolific 
cotton grown, and again he fertilized 
highly, using a good deal more to the 


a 


acre than he had put down the year 
before. In the fall Mr. Green ginned 


cotton from his 
patch. 

But still Mr. Green was not satigfied 
and this year he planned and planted 


measured 


abundantly in the two preceding years, 
and was so fortunate as to secure seed 
of a new variety, not yet on the mar- 
ket, but known to be wonderfully 
prolific. He put down even more fertil- 
izer than he had done in 1908, and 
knew exactly what sort of fertilizer 
to usé. He has cultivated the field 
with great care, and the present pros- 
pect is that the yield will be fully 
two bales, or 1,000 pounds, to the acre. 
the fleld is said by those who have 
seen it tobe the most Wonderful in 
Georgia, and many are prepared to 
wager that it will yiéld twenty bales 
or more. . Whether Mr. Green will be 
content with two bales to the acre 
remains to be seen.

Mrs. W. P. Patillo Originates Idea. 

To Mrs. W. P. Patillo is due the 
honor of having originated and found- 
ed the federation in Atlanta. In the 
fall of 1898 Mrs. Patillo, who was at 
that time president of the Atlanta 
Woman’s club, invited three of the 
oldest clubs in the city, the Nineteenth 
Century class, the History class and 
the Every Saturday class, to meet at 
her home. They discussed the heip- 
fulness of comparing work, and the 
idea of federating was evolved. A 
letter was sent to Mrs. Lindsay John- 
£0n, who was then president of the 
state federation, asking what she 
thought of the idea. She was most 
enthusiastic over it, and gave it her 
cordial support. A call was issued to 
all the women’s organizations in the 
city to meet; other clubs responded: a 
charter was secured, by-laws drawn 
up—at once other clubs joined, mak- 
ing sixteen in all, with Mrs. Julius 
Brown as president, Mrs. Patillo vice 
president. This was the beginning of 
the Atlanta City Federation, Thus 
a nucleus was formed for unlimited 
extension and a’ foundation for the 
glorious work _.which the federation 
is doing today. 

Initial Enterprise. 

The very first work undertaken by 
the federation was so’ farreaching in 
its results that it was the means of 
crystalizing the public spirit which 
had already been growing in the minds 
of the individual members. This was 
the establishment of a county reform- 
atory. ; 

Mrs. Julius Brown and Mrs. W. A. 
Pattillo, reading the reports of the 
police courts, were deeply impressed 
with the need of a reformatory where 
those cases showing possibilities of 
better thipgs would be surrounded by 
good influences and guided by a firm. 
intelligent hand, eventually becoming 
useful members of society instead of 
the hardened criminals into which 
they were developing under the in- 
fluence of those already confirmed in 
their criminal habits. They went to 
Judge Broyles, 6f the police court, and 
discussed the matter with him. At 
first he could see no way of securing 
anything in that line unless by private 
subscription. Later he discovered an 
old law which allowed an election on 
any bill recommended by the grand 
jury.. 

This was enough for these public- 
spirited women. They secured the 


| recommendation of the grand jury; the 


ministers of forty churches in the 
city were asked to help in arousing a 
sentiment in favor of the reformatory; 
the newspapers were enlisted in the 
work and gave much valuable aid; 
The Constitution printed editorial 
after editorial in its favor. On elec- 
-tion day active workers were stationed 
at the polis to urge the cause; no 
| stone was left unturned, and the actual 
work done by the women can never. be 
measured.

One 
has been fitted up with seats, joggling 
boards, etc., and named the ‘“‘Wimbish 
Playground.” Mrs. Wiggs’ lot will be 
put in condition for a playground in 
the early spring.

Committees in the Federation. 

Committee on Forestry—It was this 
committee which, in co-operation with 
the Southern Association for the Pres- 
ervation of Forests and the Atlanta 
Woman's club, arranged the mass 
meetings which greeted Mr. Enoch 
Mills when he came to Atlanta last 
winter at the invitation of the At- 
lanta Woman's club. These were im- 
portant meetings in the interests of 
forestry, as they brought together 
many representatives from different 
parts of the country and diffused in- 
formation and created interest in the 
subject. Governor Hoke Smith pre- 
sided and the meetings were a de- 
cided success. 

Committee on Scholarships — There 
have for several years past been glit 
scholarships t.the disposal of the 
various clubs in the federation, but 
it was only last year that the gub- 
ject was made a live issue. Mrs. 
Jones was ane of the first to see the 
possibilities in the work and at once 
appointed a scholarship committee in 
the city federation. She has been most 
active in this line and was the first 
to turn over to the state federation 
the scholarships which had been given 
her. Thirty scholarships secured in 
September ang awarded in October is 
the record of the City Federation fdr’ 
1908-09. Work for the coming year 
has already begun with bright pros- 
pects. 

Child Labor Committee—- That the 
child labor laws throughout the-land 
have been the subject of agitation in 
the National Federation of Woman's 


f:iubs is well known, and the existing 


laws in Georgia are a direct result of 
woman's efforts. It a recent issue of 
The Constitution Judge Lindsay, of 
Colorado, is quoted as saying that 
nearly all the laws enacted in recent 
years for the betterment of social and 
industrial conditions were originated 
and fostered by women’s clubs. 

Committee on Negro Boy Reforma- 
tory—For two years the Atlanta Fed 
eration has been working with all its 
power fo rthis, and will continue to 
do so until it is accomplished. 

Committee on Compulsory Education 
—How earnestly the women of Geor- 
gia are pushing this question is well 
knowh—it may be that even before 
this article is pubNshed the bill for 
compulsory education will have passed 
the* house. 

Committee on Tuberculosis — This

Cominittees on “City Beautiful.” 
is in this work that Mrs. Jones has 
probably done her most original work. 
Dividing the city into ten commictees 
(One for each ward and one “Junior 
City Beautiful’), she has introduced a 
line of endeavor which promises to be 
of incaiculable benefit to civic inter- 
ests. Last year two cleaning-up days 
were observed, and much _interest 
iaken throughout the city: City in- 
Spectors were asked to assist; special 
committees were appointed to aid 
those already existing; the newspapers 
also gave valuable aid. The negro 
women were encouraged to organize a 
federation of their own, and to take a 
hand in “cleaning-up day.” Mrs. Jones 
herself talked before six negro clubs. 
Alice Cary, identified with every move 
for the betterment of her people, led 
the work among the negroes, and a 
great deal of permanent good was ac- 
complished. The city federation pre- 
sented 350 packages of flower seeds to 
the negroes and offered prizes for the 
best results. 

Through the efforts of the federation, 
the council passed an ordinance pro- 
hibiting the hanging out of meats be- 
fore the market, and the blocking up 
of sidewalks with produce. Where 
this law is violated, the attention of 
the proprietor is calleq to the matter, 
and in every case the law has been 
cheerfttily complied with. 

Committees inspect groceries and 
markets, and have in a” number of 
cases made suggestions which have at 
once been followed. 

Objectionable bills have been _re- 
moved from the billboards at the com- 
mittee’s request; also objectionable 
moving pictures. 

Fallen-doen buildings, unsightly 
fences an dmany iron fené@s which ob- 
structed the view have been removed; 
dead trees taken away; shrubbery 
trimmed ang hundreds of other things 
accomplished—things too small 
mention in detail, but which count for 
much in the long run. 

The federation is now uniting its 
forces to make a war on dirty cuspi- 
dors and uncovered trash wagons, 

Quite recently Probation. Officer 
Gloer and Mrs. Jones have decided that 
Atlanta must have a reformatory for 
refractory girls.

Beautiful‘ang artistic monuments in 
stone and bronze.have been erected in 
nearly every: portion of the southern 
states, to .commeniorate the splendid 
courage and heroism of the:confederate 
soldier. Wherever southern women 
abide, there have arisen toward the 
blue heavens great shafts of .marble 
and granite, which shall for genera- 
tions yet to come silently. tell’ this 
glorious story of what the soldiers of 
the south accomplished during the 
fateful. four. years of -strife' and 
struggle. 

But the shaft of sath and bronze 
will not be the only form of memorial 
sacred to the memory of the confed- 
erate soldier.

And now there comes from Missis- 
sippi the unique suggestion of a public 
park as a memorial to confederate sol- 
diers.

Major Millsaps, a man of wealth, is 
a generous and broad-minded philan- 
thropist as well, and is especially de- 
voted to the best interests ‘of the 
south, educationally and otherwise. In 
furthérance of his suggestion of a con- 
federate park to be established at 
Jackson, Miss., Major Millsaps has of- 
fered to donate $10,000.

William Rockefeller is evidently 
more partial to nature than to the 
sport of rich men, and the denseness 
the forest has been preserved on his 
estate, the roads being so built. as to 
give the grounds the greatest pos- 
‘gible effect of extensivenegs.

Reed, “‘the 
tin plate king, has his: beautiful home 
toward Ardsley. which is the other 
side of Irvington, and every place has 
its own tndividual charm, as, for in- 
stance, “Spook Castle,’ the old Huyler 
place. it has not been rebut since it 
was burned a second time several | 
years ago, but its casteliated gray 
stone walls, topped by minarets, which 
can be seen from all the country 
around, are still standing, and at dusk 
the place affords a lonesome, ghostly 
beauty, which has givén it Its nick- 
name. The view from the castle is its 
chief charm, since it crowns probably 
the highest elevation among terraced 
parks of homes. It is far up from the 
river, higher, apparently, than the 
Catskills on the other side, and aloof 
and sadly it looks up and down this 
blue inland sea over. picturesque 
estates and quaint towns a long way 
below it. 

In strong contrast is Washington 
Irving’s home, which is quietly seclud- 
ed among its own majestic trees, ang 
breathes from every part of it the 
peaceful air most ideal for the home 
surroundings of the artist or the poet. 
The picture of the many-gabled. vine- 
covered house is a familiar illustration 
in the biographies of this historian of 
the knickerbockers and their country; 
but pictures must lack the atmosphere 
of reposefulness, of stil] unity with na- 
ture that is perceived when one is on 
the ground. Looking out of the library, 
which is alive with the spirit of the 
Prose poet. there is a glimpse down 
into the pretty little valley through 
which runs an extension of the brook 
that figures in Sleepy Hollow, and 
real woods are a well-tended part of 
the estate, allowed to preserve, how- 
ever, enough of natural woodland 
charm.
